The directors, in the first instance, contend that, by the 10th 
clause, all questions must be decided by a show of hands, at the 
general meetings of the company, except when a ballot may be de- 
manded, when the votes of the proprietors present, as also proxies, 
may be received—proxies having no power to vote at a general 
meeting, the decision being determined, as provided by the 10th 
clause, by a show of hands. This involves the question whether 
the resolution proposed at the meeting, held on the 26th ult., was 
carried or not. On the part of the “ united shareholders,” who 
refer to the 16th clause in support of their position, it m assumed, 
that the words of such clause are in themselves conclusive, if taken 
separately and apart from the 10th clause, but which, if taken in 
connection, are at variance with, and renders the terms of the 
latter clause nugatory, inasmuch, that the 16th clause provides, 
that any tor who shall be absent, but having appointed 
a proxy, shall be held and considered as present by such proxy, 
and that all the votes and acts of the provy so nominated shall be 
effectual and valid, as if such proprietor had been present and per- 
sonally voted at such general meeting. Having thus taken the 
several views entertai by the respective parties, we think that a 
careful perusal of the 16th clause will convince the shareholder
